“You must understand to begin 
with,’’ Mr. Abbott says in what is 
termed a dictated statement, “that 
whatever I say in answer to your 
questions, I say solely on my own re- 
sponsibility and without any consulta- 
tion with Mra Roosevelt. 

“You ask me whether Mr. Roosevelt 
is a candidate for the presidency. I! 
answer, no. He is not a candidate;

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BIG “BABY” BLISS 
_ KILLED BY COLD 


Was Reputed to Be the 
Largest Man in World. 


Bloomington, Ill, January 4.—Leon- 
ard (“Baby”) Bliss, reputed to be the 
largest man in the world, was found 
frozen to death in his home here to- 
day. He had not been seen about the 
place for several days, and neighbors 
made an investigation. They found his 
body seated in a chair, in his night 
clothes, with gas escaping from a gas 
stove. : 

It is thought he arose several 
nights ago to get warm, and accident- 
ally opened the jet. 

He ana born near here May 4, 1865. 
His dimensions were: Height, 6 feet 4 
inches; waist, 72 ‘inches; hips, 86 
inches; chest, 66 inches; thigh, 42 
inches; calf, 27 inches; collar, 21 
inches; hat, -7%;.s0cks,. 12%; shoe, 13; 
weight, 540 pounds. 

Bliss was -known.in- America and 
Europe, having toured both as a sales- 
man’ for a bicycle-factory sixteen years 
ago. He also was at various times with 
circuses. Last summer he spent sev~- 
eral weeks in the road with a “fat 
man” ball club.

The value of physical culture in the 
schools of Atlanta was thoroughly 
discussed at the meeting of the board 
of education yesterday afternoon. 

The debate arose when a report 
from Physical Director Theodore Toe- 
pel was read, in which he stated that 
many of the teachers were not at- 
tending the tri-monthly physical cul- 
ture lessons as they were directed to 
do by the board. . 

en the floodgates of oratory 
opened, and it was soon apparent that 
there was a wide dffference in opinion 
as to the worth of this branch of 
school work. 

“We didn’t have physical culture 
when I went to school,” remarked one 
member of the board. 

“Maybe you wént to the wrong kind 
of school,” retorted another. 

“It ia an imposition upon the teach- 
ers,” said a friend of the schoo! ma’am. 

“They draw their salaries, don’t 
they?” questioned the advocate of 
physical culture. 

“TIt'a a frill,’’ ventured one member. 
“Children don't need such exercise. 
They'll get it, all right. If you could 
see my kids romp about, you'd say 


they had too much, I don't believe in 
overburdening our teachers.” 

Then the subject went around the 
room, until the views of each member 
had been given. It seemed as though 
every member had a different idea on 
physical culture. 

“Gentlemen,” said the president, as 
he declared the discussion closed, ‘“‘it’s 
purely a matter of perspective. We'll 
refer it to the teachers’ committee.”

The tilt in oratory was the result of

Washington, January 4—Additional 
evidence, intended to indicate that 
Charles W. Morse is in a serious con- 
dition andthat his days will be shoart- 
paar by further incarceration in the 
Atlanta penitentiary, was presented to 
President Taft and Acting Attorney 


General Fowler today. 

T. B. Felder, of Atlanta, counsel for 
Morse, laid before the acting attorney 
general a paper dated January lI, from 
Dr. A. L. Fowler, of Atlanta, declar- 
ing that Morse was losing vitality, 
even in the Fort: McPherson hospital, 
and his deatlr would be hastened if 
lie were sent back to the penitentiary. 
Mr. Felder said he had also placed the 
report in channels to reach -the presi- 
dent. 

Dr. Fowler, in agreement with the 
army surgeons who have examined the 
former banker, said Morse was suf- 
fering from three diseases, each pro- 
gressive in its nature—arteric sclero- 
sis (hardening of the arteries), or- 
ganic valvular disease of the heart 
and chronic Bright's diséase. 

“Kach week,” he added, “that the 
patient has been under observation at 
Fort McPherson hospital he shows 4a 
slight loss of vitality. 

“Notwithstanding that Morse has 
lost ground each week, I'am ecarnest 
in my belief that had the president of 
the United States not ordered his re- 
moval to Fort McPherson his vitality 
‘would not measure even half. t to 
what it does today—hence the slfght 
retardment of his disease.

ideal.” But'so far as we know the proposal to line the county 
roads with trees and hedgerows is something new, at least in these 
parts,.and not.only new, but appealing. 

So: appealing. is the idea to the commissioners that they have 
agreed to do‘the work, to, plant the trees, if property owners ‘along 
the roads will supply them. The county cannot legally appropri- 
ate money to purchase trees, but it can, with its splendid force, 
plant them and give them the attention needed until their growth 
is assured. It is a plan which should commend itself to the entire 
county. It is difficult to imagine a more delightful summer after- 
noon than one spent in driving through long tree-lined avenues 
which give the impression of the confines’ of an attractive park. 

_. Then; too, the plan has its material advantage as well as that 
of béauty. ‘Where people go for pleasure, there people go to live, 
and it is a reasonable assertion that the property abutting upon the 
first Fulton county road to be lined with trees on either side would 
soon be in demand at figures far in excess of its present value. 

A community can have no better advertisement than a good 
impression made upon’ the mind of its visitors, and attractive, tree- 
lined roads would make impressions that would cling to memory 
and find distribution in repetition, when others were forgotten. 

-This proposal of the commissioners, we believe, must appeal 
to property owners upon every: driveway radiating from Atlanta. 
Frequently suitable trees may be found upon their own premises, 
or, at most, at an expense of a few dollars they can supply trees 
whose growth will produce the best effect, while the county will do 
the rest. :

TOWN OF WARTHEN 
IS SWEPT BY FIRE 


Destruction ‘of Over Half of 
Town Charged to In- 
cendiary. 


Sandersville, Ga., January 4—(Spe- 
cial.)—The little town of Warthen, 
about nine miles from this place, on 
the Augusta Southern road, was more 
than half wiped out by fire today. The 
heaviest losers are T. Warthen & Bro., 
general merchants, who did about two- 
thirds of the business of the town. It 
is estimated that the total loss will 
run between $50,000 and $60,000, with 
about $15,000 insurance. * 

Two stores, the office of Dr. H. 
Redding and a few store rooms, all 
belonging to T. Warthen & Bro., were 
destroyed. T. Warthen & Bro., one of 
the largest mercantile firms in this 
section, had a large stock, estimated 
at $25,000; buildings worth about 
$10,000. Insurance amounts to $20,000. 
Employees of the firm had three rooms 
over the store ‘for sleeping quarters, 
and they had to flee in night clothes 
to save themselves. 

All the buildings were wood, and, 
fanned by a brisk wind, soon burned 
up. Hard work saved the Augusta 
Southern depot. 

The origin of the fire is thought to 
be incendiary. This makes’the third 
fire within the last few years at War- 
then—first, W. H. Frank’s store; next, 
his large storage warehouse, and now 
today’s fire. It is reported merchants 
will employ detectives and run down 
the perpetrators. Dr. Redding, a lead- 
ing physician and county commission- 
er, lost all of his office supplies, which 
were partially insured. The postoffice, 
which is nearby, was saved by hard 
fighting by a bucket brigade.

RE SPREADING 
WHITE PLAGUE IN ATLANTA

---Dr. Claude A. Smith 


Disoussing the case of Gus Hamilton, 
a negro with tuberculosis; who works 
in @ local candy factory, a story about 
whom was published in Thursday’s 
Constitution, Dr. Claude A. Smith, city 
bacterivlogist and chemist, said to a 
representative of The Contsitution: 

“The case of the negro Hamilton is 
only one of hundreds spreading the 
white plague, and the dread tubercu- 
losis can mever be checked until we 
are protected from servants and others 
who héndle the food we eat and the 
clothes we wear. There ig no doubt 
in the world but what tuberculosis can 
be srpead, and perhaps widely spread, 
by a negro with the malady working 
in a candy factory.” 

Hundreds of Such Instances. 

Dr, Smith said that there were in 
Atlanta today hundreds of people af- 
flicted with tuberculosis who were 
working in candy factories, bakeries 
and restaurants and at the wash tub. 

“Tuberculosis patients,” he said, “are 
daily handling the food that goes into 
the mouths of thousands of people. 
There «are scattered throughout At- 
lanta washerwomen who are carrying 
into our homes clothing that has been 
contaminated with the germs of the 
disease. Negroes with tuberculosis are 
waiting on tables, washing dishes and 
cooking food in hotels and restaurants. 
In every such case we know that there 
is an opportunity for contagion. 

“On my trip to Cuba recently “I 
stopped in cigar factories, both in that 


country and south Georgia, and I saw 
cigars made by. tuberculosis patients, 
and the end of every cigar was licked 
by. them. Those cigars with the germs 
of disease sealed up in them are seat- 
tered over the country. : 
Had No Hospital for Patients. 

“We in Atlanta have. been doing all 
we could to fight the spread -of tuber- 
culosis, but we have been prevented 
from taking up the disease from the 
servant standpoint, because we had no 
place in which to confine such patients 
after we had taken them away from 
their work, their livelihood and their 
homes. Not until this year did we 
have any hospital fer the treatment of 
the disease, We have asked the finance 
committee of council. for enough money 
for the operation of the Battle Hill 
sanitarium this year, so tHat We.can 
take care of patients who are working 
in. factories, hotels and restaurants. 
I understand that -we will be given 
the money and then we will g@ tb 
work at once to locaté all cases of,'tu- 
berculosis among hands working in 
factories where food products ‘are 
made, and among servants and wash- 
erwomen. ta 

“Our recorder need not be surprised 
that he had in his court a negro with 
tuberculosis who was working in 4 
candy factory. Similar cases, as I have 
said, can be found throughout the city. 
I believe that we have now reach- 
ed a point where we can do some 
very effective work in stamping out 
tuberculosis in Atlanta. This is sure- 
ly one instance in which an ounce of 


prevention is worth a pound of eure.”

Mr. Young, in’speaking of the unity 
of feeling that now exists in the park 
department, takes occasion to outline 
some of the work contemplated for 


Speakers on Petition. 
Attorney Jack Spalding and E. G.! 
Stevenson, who handles the financial’ 
end of the proposed developments, rep- | 
resented the power company. Mrs. | 
Helen D. Longstreet, president of the 
Tallulah Falls Conservation Associa-. 
tion; Dr. H. C. Bryant, secretary; At-' 
torney M. A. Hale, Bernard Suttler and 
several others appeared in opposition 
to the increased stock issue. 
The representatives of the power 
company declared that the proposed 
developments were planned on the idea 
that the commission would grant the 
full amount of stocks and bonds asked 
for, and that they cannot be carried 
forward in their completeness without 
more funds. 

However, they also declared that, re- 
gardiess of what action the commis- 
sion takes, the improvements at Tal- 
lulah Falls will not be abandoned, 
even though the big merger of a num- 
ber of power companies may fail to gv 
through. 

Mrs. Longstreet and others repr.

well. 

Refuses Name of Lawyer. 

Mrs. Longstreet stated that “one « 
the greatest lawyers in America’ 
preparing a brief which will disclose, 
the accuracy of their charges. She de- 
clined to divulge the name of the law- 
yer, but said she would do so at the 
proper time. 

Replying to these charges, Mr. 
Stevenson declared he is weary of this 
“talk about schemes and exploitant ex- 
ploitations.”

All Differences Wiped Out. 

“I can assure the mayor and gen- 
eral council and the citizens of At- 
lanta,” states Mr. Young, “that all 
differences between park members and 
General Manager Dan Carey have been 
wiped out and that from henceforth 
there will be a unity of purpose with 
only one Object in view and that the 
upbuilding of our city parks, with the 
money given us going as far as pos- 
sible. It is the intention of the board 


to make permanent improvements, for 
we believe that it is better to perma- 
nently improve one mile of roadway 


than to temporarily tmprove ten miles. 


We will give much attention ‘to sur- 
face drainage, for the water in Grant!

“There is one small park in Atlanta 
upon which some money could be 
spent, for it is in a very bad condi- 
tion, and that is Springvale park. As 
to Piedmont park, 1 believe the first 
thing to be done is to get a good 
lighting system and then next look 
after the driveways. We will have to 
build some mee -bath houses this 
summer, 

“I understand that the finance com- 
mittee of council will give us $17,000 
for a new cyclorama building, but 
nothing for a new nursery, which is, 
I am told, rotting down. We will 
have to do much work on the ball 
ground in Grant park or it will be un- 
fit for use this summer. I believe that 
the board will advocate the making 
of a bathing pool in Grant park to 
the south of the lake and upon a plat 
of ground known as Magnolia lawn. 
This would be better than using the 
present lake. 

New Membe Ready for Work. 

“The new #members of -the board, 
one of whom I am, have already in- 
spected the parks and their needs 
and are ready to co-operate with the 
old memibers. As I stated, there is 
but one spirit moving us all and that 
is to give Atlanta the best parks that 
we-can with the money appropriated 
by council. Now that’ there is no 
longer any friction between the gen- 
eral manager and members of the 
board we can all give our best efforts 
to park development. 

“T will leave Atlanta for the east 
in.a few days and will be zone three 
weeks, On the trip I will visit parks 
in a number of cities and will make a 
close study, of park development. 
Since I have been selected to repre- 
sent my ward on tne park board I 
intend to perform my official duties 
as far as I know how as a citizen 
imbued with the never-failing Atlan- 
ta spirit.”

COTTON CRUSHERS TO AID 
IN FIGHT ON CATTLE TICK - 


The Cotton Seed Crushers’ Asso-cia- 
tion of Geurgia has enlisted to engage 
in the fight to exterminate the cattle 
tick, which it is conservatively esti- 
mated is costing the state of Georgia 
$5,000,000 per annum, through its hin- 
drance of 2 successful development of 
the cattle-raising industry. This ac- 
tion was taken, by a unanimous vote, 
yesterday morning, at a called meet- 
ing of this association, held in the par- 
lors of the Piedmont hotel. 

Dr. Andrew M. Soule, president of the 


State College of Agriculture, and Dr. 
E. M. Nighbert, of the United States 
department of agriculture, in charge 
of the tick eradication work in Geor- 
gia, were the principal speakers. 

Dr. Soule Speaks on Feed. 

President ©. P. McBurney, of Atilan- 
ta, presided, and called the meeting 
to order at 11:30 o'clock, introducing 
Dr. Soule ae the first speaker. 

Dr. Soule, who is recognized as the 
leading expert on animal husbandry, 
feeds and agriculture in the south, 
chose as his subject “Cotton Seed Meal 
as a Food for Dairy Cows.” His re- 
marks were based upon experiments 
conducted by him at the State Agricul- 
tural college at Athens. He stated 
that after months of tests with vari- 
ous dairy herds, it had been establish- 
ea that it cost 2 cents a gallon less to 
feed milk cows on a balanced ration 
of cotton seed meal and roughage than 
any concentrate on the market. 

One of the principal objects of the 
called convention was to hear an ad- 
dress upon the subject of “Cattle 
Tick Eradication,” from Dr. Nighbert. 


Armed with actual photographs show- ; 


ing the size and weight of cattle free 
from the tick and those emaciated and 
wan from the effects of the cattle tick, 
and these supported by facte and fig- 
ures showing the great dfifference in 
the prices received from the two class- 
es, he mads a_ distinct impression, 
showing the compelling necessity for 
a concerted war upon the tick and its 
expulsion from Georgia. 

Dr. Nighbert explained the ‘“dip- 
ping vat” method by which the 
cattle can be freed of the tick, and 
explained how easily, with concerted 
action, the cattle tick can be entirely 


driven out of the state. Until this is 
done the. cattle-raising industry in 


yeorgia is faced with an insurmount- 
able barrier. 
Plan Is Indorsed. 

Upon the motion of W. M. Hutchin- 
son, of Atlanta, the plan proposed by 
Dr. Nighbert was indorsed and a spe- 
cial committee, composed of President’ 
McBurney, Secretary P. D. McCarley, 
W. M. Hutchinson and Ernest E. Dallis 
was appointed to confer with Dr. 
Nighbert to outline a plan of warfare, 
draw up: a memorial to be presented 
to congress through the Georgia rep- 
resentatives, asking for an increase in 
the appropriation for the eradication 
of the tick in the south from $250,000 
to $1,000,000 per annum. 

Another matter disposed of by the 
convention was the submission to Dr. 
Soule of a number of grades of cot- 
ton seed meal with which he is to é¢x- 
periment and ascertain the relative 
feeding value of each.

Chicag 0p January 4.—By-products 
yield 97 per cent of the profits in the 
packing business, according to figures 
given by William D. Miles, formerly 
general manager of the Armour Pack- 
ing Company of Kansas City, who con- 
cluded his testimony today in the trial 
of the ten Chicago packers charged 
with criminal violation of the Sher- 
man law. He gave the company’s net 
profits for 1899 as $202,875.18 in the 
dréssed beef department, based on the 
slaughter of 204,820 animals. 

An analysis of these figures showed 
that the company made but 23 cents 
profit on dressed meat of each steer 
killed, while the fat of each animal 
yielded a profit of 42 cents. The profit 
on hides was 37 cents a head and 18 
cents profit was obtained from the 
giue manufactured from the hoofs. 

The profit from the fat was four- 
teen times that yielded by the dressed 
meat and the profit from the ~hides. 
was nearly as much. The money made 
from the glue in the hoofs was six 
times as much as that made from the 

of the fresh meat, according tv 

. Miles.

NAKED CHER 


New Class Is. Established in 
Minor Baseball teagues 


|The Aimerican Association, Pa- 


cific Coast and International 
Leagues Get AA Ranking. 
Drafting Prices Increased. 
Player Limit Revised. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, January 4.—With 
the recognition of a class !n minor 
baseball leagues to be known as class 
AA, and a revision practically of every 
section of the national peace agree- 
ment, the national baseball commis- 
sion ended its eighth annual meeting 
here today. 

The visit of the hosts of minor 
league magnates to the meeting was 
not in. vain;- inasmuch as they were 
granted everything that they request- 
ed of the commission. The class..AA 
will be ranked between the two major 
leagues and the class A league, and 
will be composed of the International 
League, the American Association and 
the Pacific Coast League. Like the 
major leagues, the class AA League 
clubs cannot sell. players except for 
immediate delivery. This rule does 
not bind the leagues of a lower classi- 
fication, however. : 

The drafting season, which has here- 

tofore. opened on September 1, will, in 
the future, open on September. 15. 
The season for purchased players 
will close August 20, as formerly. The 
first five days of the drafting season, 
from September 15 to September 20, 
will be given over to the major 
leagues exclusively. Two days will 
then be allowed to elapse, and the 
class AA League clubs will have a ten 
days’. drafting ..season. Then the 
leagues of lower classification will 
have their season in the order of 
their classification. : 

One of the- principal changés in the 
agreement was the price to be paid by 
major league clubs for minor league 
players who are drafted. It follows: 

To class AA, $2,500, instead of $1,000; 
class A, $1,500, inStead of $1,000; class 
B, $1,200, instead of $750; class C, $750, 
instead of $500, and class D, $500, in- 
stead of $300. 

Class AA League clubs are permit- 


.ted to draft from any league of a low- 


er classification, including the class 
A, provided that the latter class clubs 
has not lost a player by draft to the 
major league clubs. 

The limit of the number of players 
which can be carried on the reserve 
list was also revised, and follows: 

Major league clubs, 35; class AA, 
30; class A; 28; class B, 26; class C, 24. 


|No regulation was made for the class 


D leagues. 

From May 15 to August 20, major 
league clubs are restricted to twenty- 
five players, while the restriction. in 
the minor leagues are: Class AA, 20; 
class A, 18; class B, 16; class C, 14. 
No provision was made for class D. 

Heretofore the National Association 
of minor league clubs paid an annual 
assessment to the national commission 
of $1,000. This was done away with 
upon recommendation of : President 
Johnson, of the American League, and 
in the future the commission will 
stand the entire expénse of running 
itself. This is the result of + the 
healthy receipts from the recent 
world’s championship series, as well as 
the inter-city series, which are under 
the auspices of the commission, 

Another rule which has a bearing on 
all minor league players was 
passed at the request of the mi- 
norg themselves. It holds that no ma- 
jor league club be allowed to in- 
crease the pay of a player who is under 
a probationary contract more than 
25 per cent of the salary he received 
from the minor league club from 
which Ne was claimed. In regard to 
this it was explained that the players 


for the forty-five days of probationary 
play with the major leagues, only to 
be thrust back’ into the minors and 
become dissatisfied over the much 
smaller salary there. 

Hereafter all major league ball play- 
ers and clubs will be prohibited 
from playing exhibition games in mi- 
nor league towns without the consent 
of the home club, while the same rule 
applies to minor league players and 
minor league clubs playing in major 
league territory.

Shanghai, China, January 4-—The 
imperial government in Pekin has 
sent orders today to all the generals 
in cOmmand of the imperial troops 
that they are to resume hostilities at 
8 o’clock in the forenoon of January 
6 unless they receive notification in 
the meantime that the armistice be- 
tween the two forces has been again 
renew'ed. 

This step has been taken, it is as- 
sumed here, as a result of a refusal of 
the revolutionaries to continue the 
negotiations with the Pekin authori- 
ties by telegraph in accordance with 
the demand of Premier Yuan Shi Kai. 
Telegraphic negotiations are regard-

hai and negotiate personally with the 
president of the new republic. 

The fact that Premier Yuan Shi 
Kai is now in possession of a con- 
siderable sum of money which he re- 
ceive@ from the empress dowager to 
repress the rebellion and with which 
he can pay,the imperial troops, has, 
it is believed, inspired him with 


the revolution, as he is aware that 
the republicans lack resources, 

There are said te be about 30,000 
imperial troops in Han Yang and the 
vicinity and a clash with the revo- 
lutionaries, whose force is said to be 
almost equal, is possible at any mo- 
ment. 


BIDS ARE OPENED 
ON BATTLESHIPS 


Washington, January 4—Bids for 
the vonstruction of the two 27,000 ton 
battleships, Oklahoma and Nevada 
were opened here today. The lowest 
proposals were from the New York 
Shipbuilding Company of Camden, N. 
J., at $5,926,000 for une ship and the 
Fore River Shipbuilding Company of 
Quincy, Mass., at $5,935,000 per ship. 
Only .one other bid was received, 
that of the Newport News Shipbuild- 
ing Company, which was $6,450,000, 
exceeding the maximum set by con- 
gress by almost half a million dol- 
lara. . | 

The Cramp Company of Philade!- 
phia refused to submit a bid on the 
ground that the entire plant of the 
company would have to go on an 
eight-hour day basis if it took a con- 
tract. 

Indications are that one ship each 
will be awarded to the two low bid- 
ders. 

Because of the recent interprets- 
tion of the eight-hour law by the de- 
partment of justice doubt had been 
expressed that any private shipbuild- 
ers would seek the contracts. 

The new vessels will have a _ d@dis- 
placement of approximately 27,9¢0 
tons and will carry the most powerful 
main batteries ever put afloat. Four 
turrets will house ten 14-inch rifles, 
three of the big guns gotng into each 
of two turrets. The main armor 
belts will be fourteen inches thick.

Organizatian to Be So Consti- 
tuted That New York Finan- 
cial Concerns Will Control 
Less Than 10 Per Ct. of Rep- 
resentation in Association. 


Washington, January 4.—The mone- 
tary commission’s plan for a national 
reserve association when it goes to 
congress on: Tuesday will provide for 
an organization so constiuted that the 
financial institutions of New York will 
control less than 10 per cent of the 
total representation in the central as- 
sociation, although they possess fully 
$0 per cent of the banking capital. 

This has been done to guard against 
so-called Wall street contrdél’of the 
proposed institution, which would 
largely supplant the United States 
treasury and perform the functions of 
@ national fiscal agent.

New England, with 12 per cent of the 
banking capital, would have 8 - per 
cent; the middle west, with 25 per 
cent of the banking capital, would 
have 30 per cent; and the far western 
and Pacific states, with about 13 per 
cent of the banking capital, would 
control approximately 25 per cent.

since his wife died ten years ago. 

“Who's afraid to die, me?” replied 
the old man with some surprise. 
“Child, I hear de’ good Lawéd ‘callin’ 
me an’ while I hates to leave you an 
all de good white folks I know, my 
time’s done come an’ I’s waitin’ peace- 
fully fer de end.” 

Until within a‘few moments of his 
death rother Dickey talked contin- 
uously/to the few negroes who stood 
and listened in awe-struck wonder to 
the.voice which came almost from thé 
tomb. Apparently fully conscious, he 
alternately prayed and preached as 
best he could with his failing breath, 
and occasionally his mind would lapse 
to the days of his slavery when he 
lived and was happy with “Marse Wil- 
liam” Dickey in Virginia. 

Called for Mr. Howell and Stanton. 

At intervals he would call “Aunt” 
Liza to his bedside and ask her to 
call Clark Howell and Frank Stanton, 
of The Constitution, and occasionally 
he would ask for some of the other 
white people who have befriended him 
during his lifé in Atlanta. 


When he found that none of his | 


white friends could be reached before 
he died Brother Dickey left a message 
for them, telling how he thanked 
them for their favors and how he 
hated to go and leave them all behind. 

Very little is known of Brother 
Dickey’s history prior to his coming 
to Atlanta thirty-five years ago. He 
claimed that he was 89 years old, and 
he looked it. He also said that he 
was born in Virginia and before the 
war belonged to William Dickey. He 
lived several years in Florida and 
there he married. 

Twenty years ago Brother Dickey 
first met Frank Stanton and from 
that time until he became too feeble 
to get about Brother Dickey was as 
much of a fixture aruund The Con- 
stitution building as the cornerstone, 

Called at Four Places. 

The -.weather and the “rheumatics” 
permitting, the old darkey had four 
places in town where he called every 
day with the regularity of — clock- 
work, These were Milton- Smith’s 
lumber yard, Dan Carey’s office at the 
city hall, the Candler building and 
The Constitution. Brother Dickey’s 
valls were financial as well as social 
and from none of these places did he 
ever £0 away -empty-handed. He had 
friends at each place and they never 
failed him. 

In some respects Brother Dickey in- 
herited some of the old Virginia 
rride. After he becanre too feeble tu 
work and before old age and want be- 
gan to tell on him so strongly the old 
man scorned any piece of money less 
than a quarter. In more recent years, 
however, he never spurned the small- 
est gift, but he could never quite 
overcome his antipathy for the penu- 
rious donor who offered him a nickel 
or a dime. 

Although he could neither read nur 
write Brother Dickey .has preached 
many a more effective sermon in his 
time than some who draw handsome 
salaries for preaching salvation from 
costly churches. 

When twitted ond day about having 
no preacher’s license and bantered be- 
cause he never joined the  ¢éhirch 
Brother Dickey replied: 

How He Preached. 

“De -Lawd taught me how ter 
preach an’ I don’ have ter jine no 
church. He just tol’ me to go ahead 
and preach de gospel to anybody I 
could git ter listen, an’ dat’s what I’s 
gwine ter do.” 

And he did that very thing. Brother 
Dickey preached the gospel of salva- 
tion and preached it well to any chance 
companion and when no one would 
listen he preached to himself. He had 
an abiding faith in the God that he 
worshipped and he died as he had 
jived, firm in the belief that the power 
that had brought him safe thus far 
had strength to lead him home. 

Brother Dickey was a philosopher 
of no mean accomplishments, In his 
crude unlettered way he spoke many 
parables, and when. he chose to be se- 
rious there was much pith and logic 
in what he had to say. 

How He Broke Into Print. 

Brother Dickey’s fame in thig re- 
spect dates back to an incident sev- 
eral years ago and this same incident 
later resulted in his being immortal- 
ized in Frank Stanton’s column, 
“Just from Georgia.” 

One hot day in July Brother Dickey 
was shuffling along when he saw a 
man laboring in the street and _ pers- 
piring profusely. 

Brother DicKey stopped and eyed him 
for a moment. Theh a twinkle came 
in his eye: 

“What yer sweatin’ 
inquired. 

“Because this weather's 
came the reply. 

“Dat ain’t it,”’ retorted Brother Dick- 
ey, “dat’s jus’ hell a-bilin’ outen yer.” 
With a chuckle at his own sally he 
hobbled on his way.
